JUDGE BEI L 


Presents Gov. Willson With a Cob 
Pipe, But Pities Him. 


A pipe made from a cob grown in 
Garrard county, which is famous as a 
producer of corn which has the rigjU 
kind of cobs for pipes, will be presented 
to Gov. Willson when he returns to 
Frankfort after bis visit to Harrods- 
burg. The pipe was made by a Demo¬ 
crat and was sent te the Governor by 
Judge W. C. Bell, of Harrodsburg. C. 
W. Bell, Insuiance Commissioner, re¬ 
ceived two pipes to-day. with a letter 
fram Judge Bell. The letter directed 
that the pipes be divided, one to go to 
Mr. Bell and the other to the Governor. 
In his lettei. which is as follows. Judge 
Bell extols the values and virtues of 
the cob pipe as compared with the 
medr^ehaum: ** 

Harrodsburg. June 28, 1909. 

“Dear Charley Give one of these 
pipes to the Governor with mv high 
personal regard and you can keep the 
other. This is the celebrated cob grown 
in the best county on earth, barring 
Mercer, and the handiwork is that of a 
good Democratic farmer. It was 
thought for many years that meer¬ 
schaum was the most -appropriate sub¬ 
stance from which to construct a recep¬ 
tacle for burning the delicious weed; 
but to-day the connoisseur spume that 
base mineral when he can secure a Gar¬ 
rard county corn cob. When weighted 
with care and official responsibility, 
«moke the pure article in it, and prob¬ 
lems of state, otherwise unsolvable, 
will be revealed and troubles will be 
alleviated even as the thirst of man is 
quenched by the crystal water.

It may take weeks or months to 
produce flowers or fruit.
